their hands on, much as if they were English 
‘trades-unionists of the villainous Sheffield 
type. The police were found insufficient to 
quell the disorders, and two companies of mili- 
tia have been called out by the Governor of the 


Btate. 

For patient and skillful villainy, the frauds on 
the Bank of England, of which London papers 
give some scanty details, have perhaps never 
been surpassed. The gang counterfeited the com- 
mercial paper of several leading bankers, and 
their preparations covered not only the manu- 
facture of different kinds of bank-note paper, 
with peculiar watermarks, and the forgery on 
some of the notes of half-a-dozen names, but 
also a course of legitimate transactions for 
months with the bank in order to gain a footing. 
They evidently meant to make a great haul, and 
nothing but so little a thing as the omission of 2 


| date prevented their achieving a calamitous suc- 


cess. As it is they got $400,000, of which 
$237,000 was in United States bonds. A similar, 
but much less extensive series of forgeries, was 
detected yesterday in New York, by which $36,000 
were obtained on counterfeit bonds of the Wa- 
bash and the Fort Wayne Roads. These forgeries 
were discovered in the omission of the words

lines in Congress, which they can easily pass 
whenever they make up their minds to do so.

He may be removed, it is true, and another ap- 
pointed in his place who will consent to do it, or 
who may put a different construction upon the 
law. Such, indeed, the same correspondent inti- 
mates, would have been the fate of the present

TEE CITY TAX BILL. 

In the article concerning the collection of city 
taxes, as affected by the bill now before the 
Legislature, the floating debt of Chicago was 
misprinted ten and a half millions instead of 
two and a half millions, as is the fact. This 
debt of two and a half millions represents sev- 
eralitems. 1. It represents about $500,000 of 
the unpaid taxes of 1869, 70, and 71, which the 
rich tax-fighters have thus far escaped paying, 
and the city authorities have been obliged to 
borrow money to meet the delinquency. 2. It 
includes $290,000 for judgments obtained against 
the city for deepening the canal, the cost of that 
work having exceeded the proceeds of the sale of 
the bonds issued by that amount. 3. It includes 
over $500,000 of deficiency in the revenue of 
1871, caused by the reduction of taxes, after 
the fire, from 15 to 10 mills. The Common 
Council had made appropriations in 1871, cover- 
ing the whole proceeds of a tax levy of 15 mills, 
and nearly all the amount had been expended, 
but none of the taxes to pay them had been col- 
lected. Immediately after the fire, the Council, 
in a panic, reduced the levy one-third, and then 
the Legislature allowed a rebate for property 
destroyed by fire. These reductions combined 
cut down the revenue of the city one-half. 
Even with the aid derived from the canal lien 
fund, the revenues collected from the 10-mill 
tax of 1871 proved insufficient to repay the obli- 
gations incurred previous to the fire and carry 
on the city after that calamity. This embarrass- 
ment was further aggravated by the professional 
tax-fighters, who refused to pay even 
the 10-mill tax, but resisted, and appealed from 
even that small assessment. The rest of the 
floating debt represents the amount the city has 
been obliged to borrow to pay the appropriations 
of 1872, in advance of the collection of the tax 
for 1872. The municipal year ends on the Ist of 
April, 1873, but not one-sixth part of the city 
taxes for 1872 have yet been paid. It is on the col- 
lection of this tax that the City Government de- 
pends for the means to pay the floating debt now 
outstanding, and to carry on the Gevernment for 
the next twelve months. Unless House bill No. 
19, is enacted by the Legislature, the un 
taxes of 1872 cannot be collected, unless 
tarily paid, and it is this bill, on which the very 
existence and credit of the City of Chicago de- 
pend, that the tax-fighters and the Chicago 
Times are straining every nerve to defeat. 


MORTON ON CALDWELL. | 

The case of Caldwell, now pending before the 
Senate of the United States, involves the de- 
cision, by that body, whether bribery, to secure 
an election as a Senator, in any way affects the 
validity of the election of the member. Fifty 
years ago, Mr. John Quincy Adams, in a report 
upon the case of Senator Smith, called attention 
to the fact that, while the Constitution provided 
the strictest rules and regulations governing the 
election of Senators by the State Legislatures, 
there was no provision by which an election 
once made could be recalled by the body 
making it, No matter how fraudulent may 
have been the proceeding, nor how 
deceived and mistaken the Legislature 
may have been in the character of the 
person elected, the Legislature was without a 
remedy. But the Constitution had provided a 
means whereby the Senate could protect itself 
rot only against the presence of improper per- 
sons, but against those procuring elections by 
fraud, or where the Legislature should seek to 
force an unfit person upon the body; and this 
means was to be found in the power to judge of 
the elections of its members, and to expel when- 
ever two-thirds should so determine. The case 
of Caldwell presents, for the first time in this 
country, the question whether bribery at the 
election of a Senator is a fact authorizing the 
Senate to declare the election void, or to war- 
rant his expulsion. This question is more 
directly presented, because the substantial 
fact of the bribery is hardly denied,—in- 
deed it is overwhelmingly established by proof. 
The defense rests upon four grounds: 1. That 
the proof does not show that enough members 


| were bribed to change the result. 2. That the 


Senate has no right to inquire why members of 
the Legislature voted as they did vote, and that, 
the election, being in all things conformable to 
law, is binding upon the Senate. 3. That the 
acts objected to took place before the election. 
4. That bribery of members of the Legislature 
is not o statutory crime, under the laws of the 
United States, and cannot be punished. 

Mr. Morton, of Indiana, last week made a 
speech on this subject, which presents this mat- 
ter in its true light. He claimed that, under the 
Constitution, the Senate, as the judge of the 
election of its members, has, in addition to de- 
ciding as to those qualifications and the formal- 
ity of their certificates, full power to judge 
“whether the election was conducted ac- 


stroyed, then the officer who makes the certifi- 
cate of election usurpsa the power of the Sen- 
ate and becomes the judge of the election of a 
Senator. Does bribery affect the freedom of. 


election? Upon this point Mr. Morton cited

various and numerous authorities, from which 
we make the following selections : 

The great principle which lieb at the foundatio of 
all elective governments, and is essential, indeed, to 
the very idea of election, is, that the electors shall be 
free in the giving of their suffrages. 


by which their will is corrupted; and in all cases 
where the electors are prevented in either of these 
ways from the free exercise of their right, the election 
will be void, without reference to the number of votes 
thereby affected. 

The freedom of election may also be violated by cor- 
rupting the will of the electors by means of bribery, as 
well as by intimidating or preventing them by external 
violence from exercising the right of suffrage. 

It (bribery) is an offense of so heinous a character 
and so utterly subversive of the freedom of election, 
that, when proved to have been practised, though in 
one instance only, and though a majority of unbribed 
voters remain, the election will be absolutely void.— 
Cushing on Legislative Assemblies. 

Bribery at an election is the creation, or the attempt 
to create, an undue influence over the disposition of 
suffrages by a lucrative consideration, or a voluntary 
subjection to such influence.—Sheperd on Elections, 

This is the common law on bribery, and is 
wholly independent of any statutory provisions. 
All the statutes of England have been founded 
upon and carry out these principles. Any other 
law or rule would offer a premium on bribery in 
the election of Senators, by removing every pos- 
sible power to punish it, or to remedy the fraud 
perpetrated by it. 

It is admitted that the action of the Senate is 
final. There is no authority anywhere to review 
or reverse that action. So far as regards the 
election of its own members, its action is abso- 
lute law. Upon the point that the bribery, if 
proven, took place before Caldwell’s election, 
and, therefore, before he passed within the 
jurisdiction of the Senate,—a point recently 
made in other cases—Mr. Morton thus con- 


vincingly and overwhelmingly spoke: 
To say that the. Senate cannot expel a member for a 


cause arising before his election, when that cause was 


the very means of the election, and brought it about, 
seems to be very unreasonable, and is to say in effect 
that, if the crime has a favorable result, and the per- 
petrator of it enters upon the enjoyment of its fruits, 
he is by that very fact exonerated from any inquiry 
into its character, and protected in his guilty posses- 
sion, 

For example, suppose a man secretly procure the 
opposing candidate to be poisoued, and thus secure his 
election, and afterward the crime become known; or 
suppose he secretly procure his opponent to be kid. 
napped, and the sudden disappearance being unac- 
counted for, he thus obtain the election; or suppose 
he procure his opponent to be arrested upon false 
charges of crime, and thus, for the time being, disgrace 
him and break him down, and thus obtain his elec- 
tion ; or suppose he procure his election by the most 
monstrous frauds, by intimidation, by gross bribery, 
by buying off the opposing candidates, or by other dis- 
honorable and illegal means, and slip into the Senate 
before his offenses are discovered—shall it be said that 
the success of his crimes and their successful conceal. 
ment forthe time shall become their constitutional 
protection, and that he may hold on to the seat which 
he has thus illegally and fraudulently obtained ? 

It is admitted that the Senate may expel a member 
for a crime committed during his membership, al- 
though it has no connection with his official duties or 
his position of Senator, upon the ground that his 
presence in the Senate degrades the body, and that he 
has shown himself unworthy of public trust and unfit 
to be associated with honorable men. But do not all 
these reasons exist with equal force for expulsion 
where the crime was committed before admission to 
the Senate, but was not discovered until afterward ? 

It has been argued that, if the Legislature of a State 
elect a known criminal to the Senate of the United 
States, it is their business, and the State has a right to 
be represented by a criminal f she desires to 
be, and the Senate must receive whomever 
the State sends as Senator, I dissent from this 
doctrine, The Senate has a right to protect itself 
against the admission of a criminal, although the 
Legislature electing him was indifferent upon the 
subject, or chose him for that very reason. The pro- 


priety of exercising the power might be more doubtful 
if.the criminality of the member were known at the 
time of his election, for it might be argued that the 
members of the Legislature did not believe the charge 
to be true, or that the offense was mitigated, or had 
since been condoned. 


The legal defense of Caldwell, though it does 
not say so, conveys the intimation that, if the 
Senate could expel a man for an act committed 
before his election, some future Senate might 
hold Senators engaged in the Rebellion responsi- 
ble, and perhaps it is this that gives rise to the 
statement that several Democratic Senators 
from the South have determined to vote to retain 
Caldwell in the Senate, though his election is, 
as Mr. Morton declared it to be, the most | 
flagrant case of bribery in the history of English 
or American politics.” 

THE PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD AND ITS 
NEW FREIGHT LINE. 

The annual reports of the various officers of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company to the 
stockholders have just been published, and 
possess a public interest in two respects: 
First, the business of the road and its branches 
for the year; and, second, their relation to the 
general question of transportation. The earn- 
ings of the railroad aud branches between Phil- 
adelphia and Pittsburgh were 622,012, 525, 27; 
the expenses, 513, 764, 673.09, leaving net earn- 
ings, 88, 247,852. 18, an increase over 1871 of 
63, 292,688.42. The earnings of the Philadel- 
phia 4 Erie were $3,980,752.87; expenses, 
$3,288,015.91; net earnings, $692,736.96. The 
earnings of the United Railroads of New Jersey 
were 88, 266, 226.80; expenses, $6,005,166.78 ; net 
earnings, $2,261,060,02. The earnings of the 
Philadelphia & Trenton and the United Rail- 
roads of New Jersey (already mentioned), Belvi- 
dere, Delaware, Railroad and Flemington Branch, 
and Delaware & Raritan Canal were $10,455, 225 ; 
expenses, $7,635,595, leaving total net earnings 
of the railroads and canal $2,769,630. But, after 
deducting from this sum the interest on the 
bonds and teed dividends to shareholders, 
the interest on the additional capital required to 
conduct the business of the roads, the amount 
of debt paid off, and other items, a deficit for 
the year on the New Jersey roads is shown of 
$224,289.34, which, added to the deficit 
of $930,238,23, which had accrued up 
to Jan. 1, £41872, makes a total 
deficit up to Jan. 1, 1873, of $1,154,527.57.

a balance of 62.395, 423. 24 on the operation of all 
lines between Pittsburgh and Jersey City. No

The Union Transportation Company was, 
therefore, organized, and its line has been man- 
aged ata profit to its stockholders. Since the 
railroad company has acquired control of its 
extended Western connections, east of the Mis- 
sissippi, and removed the obstructions that in- 
terrupted a free flow of traffic over the railway 
from the trade centres of the West to those of 
the East, the mission of the Transportation Com- 
pany has been fulfilled, and the ‘‘ Pennsylvania 
Company,” not the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, has now made arrangements for the trans- 
fer of the property and franchises of the Union 
Transportation Company to itself, in considera- 
tion of $3,000,000 of the common stock of the 
Company at par. 

The second point in the transportation matter 
is one which will specially interest farmers. The 
report states that the extent of the Western 
connections, and the rapid increase of the local 
and through tonnage of the road, has not only 
pressed upon the Company the necessity of in- 
creasing its facilities by the laying of additional 
tracks, but it has also pointed out the neces- 
sity of an additional line across the mountains 
that separate the waters of the Mississippi Val- 
ley from those of the Atlantic, to be built special- 
ly for freight and designed for cheap transporta- 
tion, at slow rates of speed. Not only has the 
necessity for such a line been indicated, but the 
Company has already acted upon the necessity, 
and has commenced its coustruction. The Pres- 
ident says: This line has no gradients against 
the traffic exceeding arise of three-tenths in 
a hundred, or less than 16 feet in amile, on 
straight es—reduced proportionately on 
curves. Its route abounds through its whole 
extent with cheap fuel, consisting of varie- 
ties of bituminous coal in unusually thick 
beds, embracing the best coking coals 
for iron-smelting, blacksmith, gas coals, 
and cannel coal,—the latter being the 
most accessible of that variety to the Eastern 
markets.” This important route, to be known 
as the “ Low-Grade Line,” is in rapid progress 
of construction, and will be open for use this 
year or early next spring. ‘‘ When completed,” 
the report says, and its connections made with 
the West, it will be possible for freights to be 
carried at much cheaper rates than they can be 
conveyed by any of the proposed canals between 
the Mississippi Valley and the East.” If this is 
a correct statement, it is a very material step to- 
wards the solution of the transportation ques- 
tion. 


The erpose made in Tux Trisune of yesterday, 
of the systematic manner in which the county is 
swindled on the bail bonds that are accepted on 
criminal charges, is of a character to attract at- 
tention. It showed that, out of $19,032.95 of 
bonds given since the fire and forfeited, only 
one bond of $206.85 had been satisfied, while 
bonds representing $9,952.45 had been returned 
by the Sheriff with the indorsement: No prop- 
erty found.” The balance, smounting to 
9,080.50, promises no better return. Out of 
thirty-seven recognizances but one, for a small 
sum, has been collected. It is represented that 
the most frequent way of swindling on bail- 
bonds is for the man who proposes to go 
the bail to acquire a sufficient amount 
the purpose, to make 
affidavit to the possession, and then to turn 
around and convey the property to some other 
party,—probably the one from whom he received 
it for temporary use. This practice indicates 
that the law requiring bail is defective. A bail- 
bond, to be good, should be a lien on sufficient 
property to cover the amount of the recogni- 
zance. If not, it is evidently useless to require 
that the bailor shall be possessed of property, 
since he can immediately transfer it, and thus 
relieve himself, and prohibit the county from 
the collection of the bond. Bail-bonds in crim- 
inal cases should, in their very nature, be re- 
garded differently from other bonds of a com- 
mercial character. The defect of the law, how- 
ever, 
torney, the Justices of the Peace, and 
the other officials who accept bonds, from blame 
for such glaring.and systematic swindles as the 
records show. In the absence of any lien upon 
the property, the character of the individual 
offering bail should be the first consideration. 
We can only conclude, therefore, that the re- 
sponsible officers are very bad judges of human 
nature, or else pay little atéention to the subject, 
when only one farfeited recognizance is col- 
lected out of thirty-seven, and only $206 out of 
nearly $20,000. The loss to the county is by no 
means the most serious aspect of the swindle 
that is thus tolerated. It affords a ready means 
for the escape of criminals, who only need suf- 
ficient money to engage the services of a profes- 
gional bondsman to insure their escape from 
trial and punishment. The showing is scanda- 
lous, and the officials which it implicates will do 
well to redeem themselves.

Under the proposed Tariff 
bill, the rate would have been $46 from Jeffer- 
son to Clinton, and, by local rates, $50 from 
Clinton to Chicago, making the transportation 
of the same amount of grain cost $96, or $26 
more than the present rates. There would be 
an increase of $86 per car on other grains; $30 
per car on cattle and hogs; $30 per car on 
horses; $19 per car on sheep; and a propor- 
tionate increase on the other articles of ordinary 
freight.

The Committee on Cities in the New. York 
Legislature has introduced a bill prowding that 
the statutes and laws, in which the words 
‘‘ strong or spirituous liquors” or ‘“‘ intoxicating 
liquors” occur, shall be held not to include lager 
beer, except in those provisions requir 
ing a payment for license.

The saleg of sewing-machines during the year 
1872 amounted to the extraordinary number of 
851,736, divided among twenty-one companies.

feed movement which is essential to the success 
of machines,—even in consideration of the pay- 
ment of royalty,—unless they agree to sell at a 
rate not less than $60. This accounts for the 
fact that, in the face of unusual competition 
and with twenty-one different machines in the 
market, it ia impossiblo to buy a machine for 
less than $60, which only costs about $15 to 
make.
